Conditions existing in Ger- 
many, Turkey and China will be j 
discussed in talks to be given to- 
night at the regular monthly 
meeting of the Central Christian 
Church Men’s Club by speakers 
from the International Relations | 
Club at the University of Mis- 
souri. " , 

The discussions will be given 
by Miss Elizabeth Noelle of Ger- 
many, Miss Sevin Sertell of Tur- 
key, and Karl Eskuland of China. 
All are students of the Univer- { 
sity, 

Earl Gordon of the Y.M.C.A- at. 
Columbia will accompany the 
three students here. It also is 
possible that one or more other 
.foreign students also will be pres- 
ent for the meeting- tonight. 

Miss Noelle’ s talk is expected 
to dwell on the lighter side of 
the Hitler regime in Germany, 
according to the Rev. C, W. 
Comn, pastor of the Central 
Christian Church. Miss Noelle is 
reported to be a strong sympath- 
izer of the Hitler program, and 
her talk ia expected to be devel- 
oped from that angle.

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German \outh Follows Hitler 
in Love and Allegiance , Says 
Speaker at Mens Club Dinner 


Ninety per cent of Ccrman 
youth is behind Hitler. Harems 
arc not permitted in Turkey any 
more. Danish people don’t mind 
communiBts, but they don't like 
Nazi. Japan should be boycotted! 

These are some of the state- 
ments made by foreign students 
at the University of Missouri be- 
fore members and guests at the 
Central Christian Church Men's 
Club dinner last night. 

The speakers were Miss Eliza- 
beth Noclle of Berlin, Germany. 
Miss Sevim Sertcl or Istanbul. 

! Turkey, and Karl Eskclund of 
Copenhagen. Denmark, who has 
been living in China for the past 
three years. All three are mem- 
bers of the International Club at 
the Un>v?rs[ty. where they now 
are students in the School of 
Journalism. 

“Youths of Germany follow Hit- 
ler today because of love and al- 
legiance to him, and certainly net 
because of fear," Miss Noclle as- 
serted in an open forum which 
followed talks by the three stu- 
dents. She had made no men- 
tion of German poli cries in her 
talk, and her statement was made 
in answer to a question, ‘Do 
youths follow Hitler through fear, 
or through genuine loyalty?' ask- 
ed by the Rev. C- W. Cornn. 

Agrees With Hitler 

Elaborating on her reply, Miss 
Noelle said: 

“I openly agree with Hitler. I 
am happy to be a German, and T 
would like so much to go back. I 
think the whole trouble today '.s 
that people of other cations have 
tried to look for the aide of Ger- 
many they cannot like, instead of 
the side thev can like. 

"It is hard for Americans to 
understand situations in Germany, 
and in other foreign nations 


cause their politics are so differ- 
v/here one man is the leader, be- 
en:. They arc different countries, j 
and it should be remembered con- ' 
ditiors were especially hard in 
Germany after the World War, 
because so many things had hap- 
pened. 

“We arc all the same people. 
We can't escape each ether, 
whether we are Germans. Ameri- 
cans. English, French. Danish. 
Turkish, etc. Wc should cot 
point out the things we don't like. 
We should pomt out these wo do 
like." 

Tells of Youth Program 

For her principal address, Miss 
Noelle discussed the German • 
j Youth Program, describing the 
national contests for young peo- 
ple which were started by toe 
government five years ago. These 
contests bring boys and giris of ; 
the nation together to prove their \ 
ability ond skill In various lines 
of endeavor. 

“Youths of Germany look for- 
ward :o these national contest**, 
which begin in February and end 
in June. They study hard in 
preparations for these contests, 
hoping to be one of the 15 best j 
boys or 15 best girls in the na- 
tion. Then ‘those 10 must com- 
pete !n a special contest for the 
honor of being the best boy ot i 
best girl in the nation." 

As a reward for winning the 
high honors, the winners visit and 
talk with Hitler, visiting at his 
home. They receive money prizes 
and also are asked what has been 
their dream in life. If one^ wants 
to bn a doctor, everything possible 
is done to make him one. If an- 
other wants to be an engineer, he 
is given that opportunity. If one 
wants to come to the United

Miss Noclle. before closing, ex- 
plained that she was not in the 
United States as the winner of ons 
of these contests. She came to 
the University's journalism school 
under a scholarship. 

Contrasts Old and 
Both the old f Ottoman Empire) 
and the new fftepublic) Turkey 
were described by Miss Sertel, in 
speaking of her native land. A. 
dark picture was painted of the 
old Turkey, but the new was 
made inviting to the traveler. 
After outlining a common impres- 
sion of Turkey as a place of 
harema and veiled women, beauti- 
ful churches but no hotels, and a 
sultan who "kills about 200 pen- 
pie every day. just because he en- 
joys killing.” she added : 

"But all that was before Lhe 
World War, That was before the 
Sultan sent General Kemal Atft* 
turk to the south to stop division 
of Turkov into many parts, and 
General Atatuck directed activi- 
ties into forming of the Turkish 
Republic. He now is president of 
the Republic. * 

"The Turkish woman and her 
veil — the man with the red turban J 
and the huso beard — the ’Terrible 
Turk — all those things, if they 
ever did CKist. belonged to the 
Ottoman Empire, not to the! 
Turkish Republic. 

"It is O. K. to take your wife 
with you now. You will find good 
hotels, elevators, electric lights, 
clean linens, and all conveniences. 
You can visit night clubs, take a 
boat ride, go hunting, or fishing, 
or what is It you want to do. 


Accomplished Linguists 

‘•And you will have rto troub T e 
with languages. Every graduate 
of the schools must speak eiwher 
English, French or German, anu 
many apeak them all. There are 
two American Universities, one 
for girts and one for hoys. And 
there's a Y. ML C. A- and a Y. W 
C.A. 

"We foreign students at the 
University are pointed out as for- 
eigners, because there are so few 
of us. But you won't be in Tur- 
key, If you get on a trolley car, 
you’ll think you are in the League 
of Nations. 

“You want to know something 
Of our schools? We are proud cf 
them now. There used to ba 
none, at least the women couldn v 
go, and for the men all that was 
said was in Arabic and just had 
to be memorized. Now most o_ 
them are coeducational, thev are 
very free, even freer than her-? 
You can take any class' 1, you want. 
There are no sororities, no frater- 
nities. and we don't care to have 
them, because we want no class 
distinction. . • \ 

“And there arc no harems now'. 
If you’re going there just to find 
one, you’ll be disgusted. So stay 
at home. 

“Heretofore Turkey has been 
an agricultural country, produc- 
ing tobacco, cotton, olive od, figs 
grapes, and coal. Leather, silk 
oaper. glass and almost a!! in- 
dustries arc improving rapidly, 
and Turkey soon will be an in- 
dustrial country. The Turkish 
economic policy Is changing 
rapidly, and more than two hun- 
dred factories have been built in 
the last two years. 

"There Is no misery any more, 
no class distinction, and 1 at**- 
looking forward to the time I 
can return to Turkey.” 


Denmark Happy Country 

Denmark was described as “one 
of the happiest countries in th<" 
world," in Mr. E 3 kc?und*s ad- 
dress. i 

"There are no rich men in Den- 
xuarfc,” he assorted, "if a man 
makes $100,000 a year, he must 
pay an income tax of SO per cent. 
If "he makes 60.000, the tax is <30 
! per cent. If he makes JilO.OOO, it 
is 35 per cent. .If ne makes 95,- 
' 000. there is no tax. 

I “Sixty years ago Denmark 
a capitalistic country. Dev-] on- 
1 uicnt came, however, a vast sys* 
tern of cooperatives was formed, 
anti now it is one of th^ happiest 
and most peaceful nations of the 
world." Mr. Eskclund spoke par- 
ticularly of the development of 
the butter making industry, and 
pointed out that "Denmark needs 
no Roosevelt program to limit 
surpluses." because the nation 
studies conditions in other coun- 
tries and raises what the foreign 
markets need. 

The speaker praised the educa- 
tional system in Ddnmara as or.c 
of the best, and pointed particu- 
larly to an effective system of 
scholarships. "Some students g: 
to your University to have a 
good time, some women go thei*e 
to get married, while othms go to 
ytudy and learn," he said 

'In Denmark the government 
provides scholarships for tho^e 
Rtudcms who want to learn. If 
the student proves himself m ele- 
mentary' and high school he is 
granted a scholarship. Then, ;r, 
the University, he is not permit- 
ted to do outside work, because 
ir is believed the studeot who 
must work as he studies can net 
apply liimscll entirely to his edu- 
cation. 


Pensions Since 1882 

"Yea Americans are proud of 
your old age pensions ard social 
security. Denmark has had such 
a system operating successful' y 
since 1SS2, and all persons over 
60 pet about .$40 per month 

'Denmark is a peace loving r.n- 
tion. has had no war sir.ee l$6t. i 
when ive fought Germany for j 
last time. We had nothing de 
•.v i i h the World War, go *e have 
no war debt. 

"But the people of Denms'-k 
can pet an pry. The last t : me I 
was in Copenhagen 1 remember 
someone making an attempt to 
stan Nasi. There are quite a 
few communists there, but we 
don't mind them so much. .Any- 
way. the Nazis tried to paraae. 
and the next day about half of 
them were in the hospital. There 
were more communists than Nati. 
Another lime there were more 
Nazi than communists, and you 
should have seen the police using 


their clubs on the Nazi. 

"Denmark looks uoon Germany 
as the strong man who is coming 
Lo cut your head off.’ That's the 
way the people think, an ’ it may 
be true. Germany could easily 
swoop in and take the country, 
because wc have no army and 
navy. But since Germany has a> 
rr.ost the whole world as her 
enemy, why should she wint an- 
other? 

"The League of Nations was a 
beautiful idea. It was tried once, 
and failed. But why could!/', it 
be tried again?" ; 

Father in Shanghai j 

Questioned why h* fell Chira. j 
Eskclund said his father is a den- 
tist in Shanghai, and he displayed 
a. button on which boycotting of 
Japan was urped. «.e scored the 
Japanese invasion of China, and 
urged that American people would 
benefit in a widespread boycott on 
Japanese goods. 

"Some people argue boycotting 
of Japan would cause loss of 
Japanese trade. But if Japr.n 
takes China she win have her 
source for iron, coal, cotton. Ob'., 
and won't have to buy from the 
United States and other coun- 
tries." 

Earl Gordon, general secretary 
for the University Y. M. C a.
